‘LE MONDE' UPDATES CHAD WAR DEVELOPMENTS 
LD121345 Paris LE MONDE in French 11 Dec 80 pp 1, 5

[Text] Ndjamena--How disconcerting the Chadian conflict is! Almost 8 months 
after the beginning of the fighting for control of the capital the two camps, 
the National Unity Transition Government [GUNT] allied forces and Hissein 
Habre's Northern Armed Forces [FAN] still maintain that they are waging 
"total war." According to them the time is no longer right for negotiation 
but for a “struggle to the death," from which a victor and a vanguished must 
necessarily emerge. Attempts to reach a political settlement have been 
exhausted. Mediation is pointless. The promises of a “multiple and unified" 
Chad have been forgotten. It is time for fighting. Only a military solution, 
they say, is capable of changing things in a country which has been torn by 
hatred and split for 2 years by ieligious, ethnic and political antagonism 
and by rival territorial sovereignties and conflicting interests. 


However, in the past few weeks the fighting has been sporadic and the 
combatants have shown no real determination. In the capital, attacks have 
been rare or have resulted in the derisory capture of a villa or a garden. 
The heavy weapons fire stops, without apparent reason, after 10 minutes. 

A silence which sometimes lasts several days is established after the 
deafening fury of the mortar shells fired randomly at one district after 
another. The conflict stops for tea, lunch or dinner. Whether because of 
the gunners’ bad luck or deliberate calculation, the respective headquarters, 
which have remained unchanged for months and whose location is known to 
every Chadian, are never hit. The Ndjamena electric power station, an 
important strategic target, has been miraculously spared. 


Could there be a shortage of munitions? One of the warring sides at least-- 
the allied forces--has considerable firepower thanks to Libyan aid. In any 
case it is enough to attempt to “physically eliminate” Hissein Habre, as 
GUNT Vice President Colonel Kamougue has admitted he wished to do. Despite 
constant increases in armament, the government is waiting to launch its 
"big offensive," thought tobe imminent and announced 10 times but looking 
more like an African Arlesienne [allusion to Bizet opera character who fails 
to put in an appearance] each week. 








"Total war?" Never! When you know the difficulties of staffing the Chadian 
factions it is hard to understand the coalition leaders' repeated absences. 
During the last week of November, President Goukouni Oueddei was in Lome; 
Colonel Kamougue, who had been appointed coordinator of military operations 

in Ndjamena 1 week earlier, had left again for a tour of inspection in 
southern Chad; Acyl Ahamat, leader of the Joint Action Front [FAC] and foreign 
minister, was staying in Tripoli. No less than seven ministers and six top 
officials from the united general staff were occupied, ..abroad, 


"These warring sides gave the impression that they were tearing each other 
apart." The opinion of the Chinese diplomat who regularly comes to follow 
the progress of the Chadian conflict from the Cameroon bank of the Chari, 
illustrates the observers’ general feeling. This war does contain an element 
of acting. It is a free and whimsical adaptation of somebody saying: 
"Restrain me or I'll hit somebody." Indeed it is increasingly apparent that 
the two sides, despite the arrogance of the statements and the triumphalism 
of the communiques, do not seem very anxious to conclude their military 
engagement rapidly. 


Caution predominates. Each of the main factions is aware that it is difficult, 
if not impossible, to wipe out his adversary. It is better, the Chadians say, 
to "fix" the enemy in Ndjamena rather than be drawn into a desert war which 
has been unsuccessful in the past under President Tombalbaye's and General 
Mallour's successive regimes. "Chad is too big,” one of President Goukouni 
Oueddei's advisers confided in us recently. "Even if he is defeated in the 
capital, the enemy will still be able to flee into the desert, regroup, and 
reappear within a few months." That probably explains why, while announcing 
a victory in the near future, the armies are all planning for a possible 
defeat and are carefully and meticulously maintaining their normal retreat 
routes. The war in Ndjamena cannot be total war because the Chadian capital 
is too far away from the native areas of the sides fighting there. 


The two camps might also have different reasons for moderating their military 
ardor. For instance, Hissein Habre certainly does not have the means of 
launching a blitzkrieg. He is officially receiving no overseas aid and is 
still largely equipped with weapons capture’ from his adversaries. The 
equipment which passes through Sudan is apparently paid for with funde collected 
by Chadians Saudi Arabia. The defense minister is also regarded, on paper, 
as the weakes’ since his men--who do not m aber more than 7,000--are fighting 

in a ratio of one to five. 


The FAN, however, seem to think that this sporadic war is in their interests. 
By merely resisting the most violent attacks and digging into their positions 
they are testing their adversaries without revealing their real strength. 
The FAN's main virtue is their sense of military secrecy. 


"Hissein Habre is waging an urban guerrilla war whose main factor of success 
is time," a French military expert explained to us. A ‘ong war without any 
major immediate risk above ail enables the defense minister to channel his 
efforts into obtaining support for his cause among the Ndjamena civilian 
population and, more especially, among the few hundred thousand Chadian 
refugees in Cameroon, Nigeria and Central Africa.

In fact Kousseri, the border city, and Maroua and Garoua, cities situated in 
northern Cameroon, are "FAN sympathy areas," according to the restrained 
expression used by a Dutch diplomat. Hissein Habre's official organ 
AL-WATAN (THE NATION) has a wide distribution there, 


The defense minister enjoys a much wider audience than the government as well 
as the _s0dwill, discreet of course, of the Cameroon authorities. The stray 
bullets and shells which explode in Cameroon are, 9 times out of 10, fired 

from the allied forces’ positions. A large number of civilians also die in the 
FAN camp or on the section of the river which they control, 


The defense minister's adversaries are also growing accustomed to this 

insidious war. None of them conceals the fact that the struggle against Hissein 
Habre is the only thing holding their alliance together. If the FAN leader 
were killed and the war won, the allies would quickly return to their former 
rivalries, poor north against opulent south, Muslims against Christians, 
"pro-Libyan supporters of Acyl" against “nationalist supporters of Goukouni." 


The Libyan--The ‘Worst Ally in the World' 


Some people close to the leaders of these factions make no secret of the 
union's fragility. There are numerous cases of friction, Road blocks give 
rise to interminable quarrels. Not all the passes have the same value, 

As soon as the president goes away the vice president is accused of hatching 
a plot. Acyl Ahamat, nicknamed the “treasurer-paymaster" is suspected by 
the two others of distributing the Libyan manna unevenly. 


On the allied side the "total war" is more an affair of mutual surveillance. 
The structure of the government, which was already precarious before fighting 
broke out, now survives in appearance only. Each of the allies has his own 
diplomacy and a separate headquarters. 


The appeal which the coalition made to Colonel Al-Qadhdhafi and the Libyan 
military intervention have further accentuated those discordant notes. 

For instance, according to some officers the Chadian Armed Forces [FAT] and, 
more generally, the "southerners," especially the intellectuals and cadres, 
are finding it difficult to accept this massive Libyan presence on the 
national territory. Their camp needed material aid, not "this outright 
interference.” Colonel Kamougue himself told us recently that he did not 
know of the existence of a Chadian-Libyan treaty signed 15 June. 


The pact with Tripoli is having a dangerous influence on the most nationalist 
part of the alliance. Therefore, Goukouni Oueddei is already paying for his 
request for aid from Libya. Several hundred People's Armed Forces [FAP] 
fighters have preferred to desert or request postings to garrisons far away 
from the capital rather than fight alongside the "Islamic legions." "The 
Libya is the worst ally in the world," one of Goukouni Oueddei's loyal 
supporters was quick to say, bearing in mind that the Chadian National 
Liberation Front [FROLINAT] from which the FAP was formed always had tricky 
relations with Tripoli in the past. "Al-Qadhdhafi always accompanies his 
dinars with military interference." Many fighters remember the two battles 














at Faya-Largeau during summer 1978 between the FAP and 1,000 Libyan soldiers 
who had entered Chad officially to transport heavy weapons, 


Indeed the government coalition's pro-Libyan clan boils down to the FAC and 
a few of the head of state's advisers including [brahim Youssouf who signed 
the 15 June treaty on Chad's behalf, According to re'iable sources, the 
president himself only accepted Libyan aid under extreme pressure after’ s 
own troops in Ndjamena became exhausted in the spring. According to some 
people he may also have been overconfident: accustomed to regularly 
defeating Libyan soldiers or Acyl Ahamat's "columns," the FAP are still 
convinced that they will be able to repel attempts at interference when 

the time comes, 


This optimism is not spared by everybody. The Libyan army's discretion in 
the fighting in the past few weeks lends some credibility to the theory 
held by those in Chad who think that Tripoli has already taken its allies 
in, and that Colonel Al-Qadhdhafi is more anxious to gain a foothold in 
the north and center of the country than in direct!y helping the allied 
forces, 


Did Hissein Habre sense that the Libyan army's intervention would spark off 

a new split in the government camp? The defense minister is stepping up his 
efforts to reach agreement with some officials, former ministers and liberal 
figures who are natives of the south. "Behind Kamougue there are Chadians,” 
he confided in us. The dispute with the latter is based on disdain and 
misunderstanding "maintained by the FAT," he said, a good image and a code 
too strongly marked by Islam, a personality unanimously deemed too intolerant. 


Hissein Habre is seekiig to reduce the fear he has inspired in the south since 
the first war in February 1979. To do this he is increasingly playing down 
his leaning toward a Muslim revolution and is trying to play on nationalist 
feelings in Chad's southern zone, 


Several civilian figures whom he met in Maroua respond rather favorably to 
this unexpected proposal of a holy alliance. A former finance minister, 
conscious of the defense minister's diplomatic isolation in Africa and 
especially in France even proposed to plead the FAN's cause in Paris. "I 
did not like Hissein Habre," he explained, "I thought he would never win 
Support among the southerners. However, present events show that he is the 
only Chadian politician with national stature. He is the only politician, 
although this may seem paradoxical, who is inspired by nationalist feeling 
and the only one not prepared to sell off Chad."

ANGOLAN SOLIDARITY WITH CAPE VERDE ON BISSAU COUP

{Text} Luanda, 26 Nov (AFP)--The MPLA-Workers Party of Angola has sent a message 
of solidarity to Mr Aristides Pereira, President of the Republic of Cape Verde 
ard Secretary General of the PAIGC [African Independence Party of Guinea-Bissau 
and Cape Verde] following the coup that occurred in Guinea Bissau on 14 November, 
the official news agency ANGOP announced in Luanda on Wednesday. 


The agency stated that Mrs Antonio dos Santos Franca (NDALU) and Alfonso van Dunen 
(MBINDA), members of the Angolan official delegation that went to Cave Verde on 
Saturday, delivered that message to Mr Pereira. 


The message expresses the MPLA-Workers Party's concern over the risk of disunity 
within the PAIGC (the political party of both Cape Verde and Guinea-Bissau) as 
the result of the coup in Guinea. It adds that Angola is ready to contribute to 
defending the unity of the five former Portuguese colonies in Africa, that is 
Mozambique, Sao Tome and Principe, Guinea Bissau, Cape Verde and Angola. 


ANGOP sources also say that the MLSTP (Movement for the Liberation of Sao Tome and 
Principe) has also sent a message of solidarity to Mr Pereira.

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DEVELOPMENT CONFERENCE FINAL COMMUNIQUE ISSUED 
0929024 Maputo Domestic Service in Portuguese 0800 GMT 29 Nov 80 EA 


[Text] A final communique on the Second Southern African Development Coordination 
Conference |SADCC), which lasted for 2 days, has been issued in Maputo. 


The communique referred to initial promises of financial support put up at the 
conference, amounting to $650 miliion for the next 5 years. In addition, the com- 
munique said, certain governments and international agencies had given clear 
indications of additional support in the near future. 


The final communique of the Maputo Conference stated that in the first instance a 
great deal of money would be employed for transport and communications, which the 
conference had recognized as a necessary condition for commerce. 


The communique added that a promise had been made of technical and financial 
assistance including consultation services, to manage the commission of transport 
and communications of Southern Africa, in order to implement the regional programs 
for food reserves and energy planning. 


The communique went on to say that governments of 21 countries, the African Develop- 
ment Bank, the Arab Bank for Economic Development in Africa, the World Bank and the 
EEC had made promises of support for the objectives of the SADCC. The European 
Investment Bank, the Kuwait Development Fund, FAO, OPEC, the International Develop- 
ment Fund and the UNDP had also made declarations of support for the objectives of 
the SADCC. 


The action program, defined by the nine southern African countries, foresaw 
accelerated economic and social development, regional seli-supporting production 
and the reduction of economic dependence, particularly on the Republic of South 
Africa, said the communique.

{[Summory] An Angolan delegation led by Lucio Lara, an MPLA Political Bureau mem- 
ber and organizing secretary of the Party Central Committee, visited the People's 
Republic of the Congo [PRC] from 25 to 27 November. They had discussions with a 
delegation from the Congolese Workers’ Party and met President Denis Sassou- 
Nguesso, to whom they handed a message of friendship from President Dos Santos. 

A joint communique was issued .. the end of the visit, saying, among other things: 


"The two delegations have resolved to commit themselves to the active promotion of 
the continuous and harmonious development of cooperation between the People's 
Republic of Angola and the PRC, such cooperation being in the interests and for 
the mutual benefit of the two parties. 


“Having analyzed in depth the defense and security of the Congolese and Angolan 
revolutions, both delegations resolved to cooperate in these fields in order to 
strengthen defense and security along the common border. 


“On international issues the two delegations voiced concern over certain current 
international developments which are a threat to man's right to freedom of action 
and progress. Both sides condemned South Africa's illegal occupation of Namibia 
and ite delaying tactics meant to frustrate rather than implement the UN plan. 
They declared their support for the UN plan for implementation of Resolution 435 
on immediate dependence [as heard) for Namibia and reiterated their unswerving 
support for SWAPO as the sole, legitimate and authentic representative of the 
Namibian people." 


"On the Middle East situation, the two delegations reaffirmed their vehement con- 
demnation of the Camp David agreement and reiterated their unwavering support for 
the PLO and the Palestinian people's right to build an independent and sovereign 
nation. 


“Analyzing the Chadian drama, the two delegations expressed grave concern over the 
conflict and firmly supported the resolution on Chad adopted at the 17th OAU heads 
of state and government summit in Freetown of 1-4 July 1980 and expressed their 
support for the government led by President Goukouni Oueddei. 


"The two sides expressed grave concern over the armed conflict between Iran and 
Iraq, calling on these two brotherly nations to find a rapid solution through 
negotiation.”

MAPUTO ROUTE TRAFFIC--Zimbabwean exports through Maputo are not expected to in- 
crease much above the present 2 200 tonnes a day until the Mozambique Railways re- 
ceive the diesel locomotives it has on order. A National Railways of Zimbabwe 
epokesman said yesterday that since early October, when the firet train from Zim- 
babwe since February 1976 had gone to Maputo, an average of one train a day had 
been running to Chicualacuala (formerly Malvernia). There it wae picked up by a 
locomotive of Mozambique Railways and taken to Maputo. "On occasions, we run two 
trains a day from Rutenga to Chicualacuala, but this depends on the traffic avail- 
able. "The frequency is dependent on the capacity of Mozambique Railways to clear 
the traffic from Chicualacuala. It would be in the interests of export-importere 
and the railways to use the Mozambique route to the coast, the spokesman said. It 
offered a quicker turn-round of wagons and was much cheaper than the route to South 
African ports. Exports being carried on the direct line to Maputo are mainly steel, 
asbestos and sugar. Return trains carry anhydrous ammonia and fertilisers. [Text]

[Excerpts] (Begin recording] Final communique: The political bureau of the Cen- 
tral Committee of the Gabonese Democratic Party met this day, 27 November, 1980, 
at 0900 hours at the Renovation Palace, under the high patronage of His Excellency 
el-Hadj Omar Bongo, founding secretary general of the Gabonese Democratic Party. 


It then proceeded with a broad review of current issues in Africa and the rest of 
the world. Thus, special emphasis was laid on relations between Gabon and the 
other African states. Concerning Gabon, the Gabonese people, the Gabonese Demo- 
cratic Party and the government of our country, under the enlightened leadership 
of the great Comrade el-Hadj Omar Bongo, have always founded these relations on 
the basis of the intangible principles of the UN Charter and the OAU Charter on 
the respect of the sovereignty of each country.

PUNCH’ REPORTS LIMANN INTERVIEW ON EXPULSION OF LIBYANS

[Excerpt] The PUNCH has a report on its front page of an interview with President 
Limann in which he talks (?fully) of the reasons behind the expulsion of Libyan 
diplomats from Accra. According to the PUNCH Dr Limann reveals that, in view of 
the economic constraints, one of the conditions for the establishment of diplomatic 
relations between the two countries was an initial arrangement for the accomodation 
of diplomats by the host countries. 


The president is however reported to have said that the Libyans came unceremoniously 
and made their own accomodation arrangements without consultations. This he noted 
was done without the normal protocol and diplomatic [word indistinct]. 


The PUNCH says President Limann charged that while in the country the Libyan diplo- 
mats has been dealing directly with private persons and subversive organizations 
whom he said were known to be totally opposed to constitutional rule in the country. 
Dr Limann is reported to have specifically mentioned the invitation extended to the 
Chairman of the erstwhile AFRC [Armed Forces Revolutionary Council] Flight Lieu- 
tenant J.J. Rawlings by Colonel al-Qadhdhafi to visit Libya. The PUNCH quotes the 
president as saying that there was evidence from what is referred to as our Togolese 
counterpart that Flight Lieutenant Rawlings clandestinely passed through Togo where 
finance for creating confusion and establishing a moslem state in Ghana was granted. 
The paper further reveals that President Limann was particularly sore about the way 
Colonel al-Qadhdhafi snubbed Ghana's ministers by refusing to see them or [word 
indistinct] while he rolled the red carpet for private individuals from Ghana. 

This he sees as a serious affront for the Ghana Government. 


The PUNCH also quotes the president as declaring that Ghana is not faced with an 
economic crisis that is so serious as to warrant what President Limann refers to 
as a political disaster of devaluing the Cedi. The president criticized foreign 
experts who offer wrong economic prescriptions that vary in the local situation.

PAPER AGAINST CURRENCY DEVALUATION--The ECHO comes out against any devaluation of 
the Cedi as a cure for the country's ailing economy. It says although economists 
and financial experts pounce on devaluation as a panacea for the weak economies 

of Third World countries, their prescription has turned out to be wrong. The ECHO 
observes that while its worth in the industrial countries is to attract more 
markets by devaluing, developing countries gain little from it because they are 
still tied to the apron strings of their ex-colonizers. They dictate the price 
for raw materials from the Third World countries and manipulate the prices to 
their disadvantage. Devaluation therefore tends to harm their import oriented 
economies. The ECHO cautions the government that before it devalues the Cedi, it 
should weigh the political consequences carefully. It says the president should 
not be deceived to take that action, because at a time of low productivity very 
little will be gained from it. The ECHO reiterates that the task facing the nation 
is great, but the temptation to take short cuts is dangerous. It goes on to sug- 
gest that more enthusiasm should be put into export promotion of nontraditional 
goods. The ECHO adds that with the drop in the price and the reluctance of the 
United States to join any cocoa price stabilization scheme, the country should 
intensify its efforts in other areas.

NO JUSTIFICATION FOR DEVALUATION--The President, Dr Limann, has made it clear that 
there is no need to devalue the Cedi. He said Ghana is not faced with the threat 
of any imminent economic earthquake that could warrant any government rush into 
the political disaster of devaluing the Cedi. The president, who was speaking in 
an interview with the PUNCH [newspaper], said the country's most immediate problem 
now is how to get the factories working again in order to produce at full capacity 
to boost exports instead of devaluation. Dr Limann noted that devaluation was 
never part of the PNP's [People's National Party] commitment and promise to the 
electorate during the last election. In any case the government does not consider 
the review of the exchange rate of the Cedi a priority at the moment. The president 
referred to the Tanzanian cold war with the International Monetary Fund. He said 
his government cannot [few words indistinct] of unacceptable and unrealistic 
obsolete economic theories from outside. Dr Limann criticized foreign economic 
experts who offer wrong economic prescriptions that are totally at variance with 
our local situation.

{Text} The prices of coffee are now at their lowest level in 4 1/2 years. 
They have fallen by over 30 percent since the beginning of this year. 


The economies of most African countries are, therefore, suffering from 
rough treatment and these couitries .annot do anything about it. 


The coffee trade, which is the world's most important market of food 
products, should »e beneficial to both sides. 


It is, therefore, a pity to observe once again that the consumers be »ent 
on disregarding the real problems of the producers. 


This is the first time, it must be recalled, that the prices of the two 
principal produce of most of the African countries, cocoa and coffee are 
simultaneously suffering from a severe fall. 


The situation is all the more serious since it weakens the economies of 
these countries immediately and could create, in the short term, unbearable 
living conditions which breed disorder and rebellion. As was said by the 
head of state in his address to the nation on 6 December, "Do the United 
States and their allies not understand al. too well what we keep repeating 
to them, namely, that we are not asking for charity." 


"As for those of us who are lucky to work and produce, what we want is simply 
more fairness to be able to achieve for all «< suitable living standard 
that will generate social peace." 


This statement by President Houphovet-Boigny is even more important as the 
effects of a deteriorating exchange rate are felt. The weak are being 
exploited today even more than ever. No, the consumers must be more fair; 
the interests of all are at stake.

[Excerpt] His Excellency President Daniel Arap Moi has said that Kenya was study- 
ing reports from Zaire and Rwanda, that Uganda had blocked their goods destined 
for Kenya. President Moi, who was addressing a mammoth crowd at Kabarak high 
school during the funds drive in aid of the school yesterday, said he was closely 
studying the situation and would take appropriate action. President Moi said 

that Kenya allowed smooth transportation of Uganda goods from Mombasa, because 
Uganda was a landlocked country, saying that Kenya was committed to maintaining 
friendly relations with her neighbors. 


President Moi called on the local press to desist from publishing stories by 
nationals of neighboring countries living in Kenya that were critical of their 
government. He warned such nationals to stop using Neirobi as a launching-pad for 
attacks against their home government. 


President Moi also hit at the Kenyatta University students for boycotting lectures, 
demanding that the government increase their allowances. Saying that he had been 
taken aback by their ridiculous demands and their unruly behavior, the president 
recalled that it was only recently that he increased their allowances. The presi- 
dent said that while the country is faced with a shortage of qualified teachers, he 
wondered why the students did not accord respect to their principals and other 
senior college officials as they accorded him as their chancellor.

Head of State Doe reminded members of the PRC that they are motivators and 
crusaders of the revolutions as well as protectors anc guarantors of the rights 
and freedom of the Liberian people. 


"We will therefore continue to participate actively in programs designed to 
solve problems affecting our nation," M/Sgt. Doe pointed out.

MINISTER PRAISES 'NEW LIBERIAN,' 'REDEEMER' NEWSPAPERS 
Monrovia NEW LIBERIAN in English 21 Nov 80 p 6 


[Text] The Minister of Information, Cultural Affairs and Tourism, Gabriel Nimley, 
has said that the people of Liberia have every right to know what is happening in 
their country and therefore must be properly informed accordingly. 


He said the practice of hiding from the people the truth of existing situations 
is often counter-productive, and such a trend, he said, has been responsible for 
the downfall of many a government, the erstwhile TWP administration being a typi- 
cal case. 


Answering questions during ELBS 'Meet-the-Press' program, on ELTV last Sunday 
night Minister Nimley emphasized that a free press is wuat a healthy nation needs, 
adding "I will do everything in conjunction with the PRC to achieve this goal." 


He said the policy of the PRC government as regards the dissemination of infor- 
Malion is not to encourage undue praises heaped on it, but rather to urge journal- 
ists to be objective in their news coverage and freely present facts as they are. 


Minister Nimley denied that there are plans to introduce censorship, particularly 
so in the case of the foreign press. "There as been no talk of censorship,” 

he said, “but we require that journalists must be responsible for what they say 
or write.” 


On the question of whether Government, as the owner of the NEW LIBERIAN, usually 
pressurize the NEW LIBERIAN into being its mouthpiece, Minister Nimley said this 
is not the case. He referred to the Esther Doe case as an example of the freedom 
the NEW LIBERIAN and the REDEEMER newspapers enjoy, and also cited the Readers' 
Forum in the papers as an outlet for the people to talk to the PRC. 


Taking the opportunity of the program to acquaint the Minister with the state of 
affairs as affecting the NEW LIBERIAN, Editor-in-Chief, Lamini A. Waritay, who 
was one of the panelists told the minister of the need to make the paper autono- 
mous, so that it will be in a much better position to acquire the facilities it 
so badly needs. 


Mr Waritay regretted that the national newspaper of NEW LIBERIAN's stature, cannot 
boast of basic transportation facilities, or a much more conducive environment 
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to work in, He appealed to the Minister to make 4 representation to the PRC on 
their behalf, 


Minister Nimley promised that he would do his best to see to this. We praised the 
editors and reportere of the NEW LIBERLAN/REDEEMER newapapere for what he called 
“their very good performance in adequately informing the people and the Govern- 
ment,” 


He said the papers are now correctly serving as the channel of communication 
between the PRC Government and the people which, he said, ie a healthy exercise.

FRG AID TO PORESTRY INDUSTRY, AFFORESTATION NOTED 
Monrovia NEW LIBERIAN in English 21 Nov 80 pp 1, 6 


[Text] Bonn (DaD)--Forestry in Liberia in the past 15 years has progressed con- 
siderably. The number of wood concessions and options rose from six to over 50, 
annual felling from 30,000 to 600,000 cubic metres and state income from forestry 
rose from 0.1 to about seven million US dollars per annum. 


It would hardly have been possible to cope with such rapid growth without help 
from outside. The purpose of the exercise was to keep the use of the woods under 
control and at the same time to implement a national afforestation programme. 
Furthermore forestry administration had to be reorganized and extended. 


Despite considerable wood reserves forestry had previously played a comparatively 
minor role in the Liberian economy. 


This changed after Liberia, with aid from the Federal Republic of Germany, had 
implemented its wood inventory Liberia project (1960/67), which was followed in 
1972/75 by the “forestry counselling programe.” 


In 1975 the Liberia Afforestation programme began, which Bonn is backing with 
funds and personnel until 1981. Furthermore the World Bank, the US Peace Corps 
and other organisations are contributing to the development of the country's 
forest and wood industry. 


In the implementation of the programme the West German advisers cooperate closely 
with the Liberian Government. As a member of the national afforestation commit- 
tee, thy German project leader works closely with the university and the wood 
research institute attached to it. 


Outside work is concentrated in the south east and north west areas. in the 
Zwedru/Grebo national forest region the exploitation and thorough rejuvenation 
of the natural forest has priority. In the Bomi Hills/Cape Mount region the 
unproductive secondary woods are being transformed into fast growing, produc- 
tive fibre wood plantations. 


Some results of cooperation: 3,000 hectares reafforested and thus 1,000 jobs 
created. Forestry officials, fellers and specialists have been trained, better 
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working methods have been introduced and the cultivation of native woods has 
begun in two forestry achools, 


The estate and land care from West Germany as the well as short wave radios

COCA COLA WORKERS TO BE REPLACED IF STRIKE CONTINUES

[Text] The Labour Ministry has threatened to replace workers of the United 
States Trading Company (USTC) Coca Cola Plant if they do not resume work by 
today. 


Labour, Youth and Sports Minister Fred J. Blay said his Ministry would send a 
truck load of job-seekers to take over the duties of the etriking workers be- 
cause they have not heeded appeals by government. 


He said since Friday, his Ministry has been doing everything possible to nego- 
tiate with the angry workers in order to have them return to work. 


The Minister said that while the People's Redemption Council (RC) decree number 
12 which put « ban on all strike was still in effect, the workers of the plant 
had vowed not to return to their jobs unless their demands were immediately met. 


This act, Minister Blay said, tends to affect the economy of the State. He 
cited as an example the acute shortage of soft drinks on the local market as 
a result of the workers’ strike action. 


He said that his Ministry would continue to adhere to the existing labour laws 
in order to guide the nation's economy. 


In this respect Minister Blay therefore warned any group of workers a,ainst 
acts not compatible to the labor laws of the country. 


Workers of the Coca Cola plant last Friday put down their tools and demanded 
the reinstatement of 40 of their colleagues who were declared redundant by the 
management of USTC and immediately replaced by casual workers. 


Coupled with the demand, the workers called on management to provide medical and 
transportation facilities. 


They also demanded the abolition of casual labour employment and payment for 
extra time spent on job during ‘lunch period." 
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The Spokeaman for group, Mr James Kollie, said he has appealed to the workers to 
return to work, but they continued to maintain that their problems /must be solved 
before they resume work,’ 


He said the workers have, however, said they would return to work if management 
could guarantee that their requests would be looked into without delay. 


Mr Kollie explained that in 1978 the workers at the plant filed a complaint 
with the Labour Minietry against management's policy of recruiting casual labour- 
ere to replace employees. 


This complaint, he said, was investigated by the Government and the USTC manage-~ 
ment was asked to desiet from said practice. Inetead, they have continued to 
ignore the ruling of the Ministry, he said. 


Last September according to the spokesman, the workers again filed same complaint 
with the PRC Chairman on Labour, Youth and Sports, but “nothing has been done....” 


Efforte go get in contact with the Chairman on Labour, Youth and Sports to clear 
the air as regard the workers’ allegation did not materialize up to press time. 


Early yesterday, the Assistant Minister for Labour Standards at the Labour 
Ministry, Mr Menyongar, appealed to the workers to return to their jobs, promis- 
ing them that everything would be done to have their demands looked into. 


However, he warned that if the appeal was not heeded to, the workers will be 
fired and immediately replaced.

FRG LOAN, U.S. LOAN=-The Federal Republic of Germany is to make available to 
Liberia, $25 million over the next two years, Head of State Doe disclosed yes- 
terday in a major economic speech to the nation. M/Sgt. Doe said $15 million 
would be in the form of soft loan to be repaid in 20 years, while the remaining 
$10 million would be in the form of grant. He also disclosed that the Government 
of France had agreed tc resume plans to finance the expansion of the Free Port of 
Monrovia and the Butuo Palm Project in Sinoe County. The International Monetary 
Fund (IMF) has also seid it would stand by its commitments to the stabilization 
program approved for Liberia over the next two years provided Liberia demon- 
strated sound finsacial management, M/Sgt. Doe also disclosed. He however com- 
mended friendly countries and international financial institutions that continue 
to help Liberia revitalize its economy, citing particularly the United States of 
America which, he said, had given the PRC Government more direct financial 
assistance than it gave to the previous administration during the whole of last

[Text] Joaquim Chissano, Mozambique Minister of Foreign Affairs, has said that 
the sanctions against South Africa should be applied in the first instance by all 
the countries who have economic power inside that country. 


Speaking to reporters who had covered the Maputo conference, Chissano added that 
the connections which Mozambique maintains with South Africa are physical and geo- 
graphical, while in relations with Western countries Mozambique's ties are economic. 


The head of the Mozambique Foreign Service said that Sweden has given an example 
in the struggle against apartheid. He advised other Western countries to desist 
from investing in South Africa. Sanctions mean struggle and a struggle demands 
sacrifices, said Joaquim Chissano, adding that some countries are not prepared for 
these sacrifices. 


On the question of Mozambique not being a member of the Lome Convention, Joaquim 
Chissano said that our country needs time to study the advantages (?to make a 
decision). Mozambique thinks that there are many other ways of cooperating with 
the EEC and its members. 


Meanwhile, he said that there are poesibilities of Mozambique becoming a member 
of CEMA, which would permit it to be directly connected to the socialist countries.

COMMENTARY EXAMINES LIBYAN 'UNDIPLOMATIC BEHAVIOR'

{Text} Colonel Al-Qadhdhafi has said Libya is not involved in the war in Chad. 
He said he would commit Libya if he is asked to. He gave no reason, however, 
for his admission about the presence of Libyan guards and military personnel 
at the Presidential Palace in N'Djamena. His silence on that aspect leads 

to one or two assumptions. The Libyans were invited. That is probably since 
they are appearing on the side of the government. It is possible on the other 
hand that Col Al-Qadhdhafi offered like Nyerere did in Uganda, but unlike 

the Russians in Afghanistan. Such response to a proper invitation to help 
dislodge (words indistinct] is challenging a legally constituted government 
who is host in this instance as seen from the outside. Without that inter- 
pretation, the OAU charter and international law would say Libya is guilty 

for interfering in Chad. 


But cases against Libya from elsewhere support their meddling. In addition, 
there are the recent admissions by Al-Qadhdhafi himself and President Senghor 
about the dangers of colonization of Africa by Africans plus a ready catalogue 
which reads: The Gambia, Ghana, Senegal and Gabon. All of them have in 
succession broken off relations with Libya and expelled their diplomats for 
undiplomatic behavior within a month. Nigeria has threatened similar action 
for just about the same accusation, except in one detail. This is that the 
Libyans are buying large quantities of food from Nigeria without license. 

That tiny detail is intriguing because it appears to suggest answers to two 
significant questions. 


One is about Libya itself. Until currently, Libya's green revolution was 
being praised as the latest North African economic miracle which, in fact, 
some people had urged Ghanaians to copy. Alas! Where have all the super 
harvests gone to necessitate shopping for food in Nigeria? The most 
reasonable explanation leads to the second puzzle: might they be sending 
the food to Chad? The Nigerian warning said so. The inference from the 
Nigerian opposition is that they do not wish to be involved directly or 
indirectly in the Chad war. 


On its own, Nigeria has good reasons to resent Libya. It is or must seem 
obvious to Nigeria that their earlier [word indistinct] efforts to settle 
the Chad dispute were frustrated by Libya. One suspects that the [word 
indistinct] succession of OAU mediation and settlement planus failed the same. 
That suspicion has a foundation which is a triangle. At the base, on one 
leg is Al-Qadhdhafi's own internal troubles with latent discontent at home

being (?run) by academics inside and political exiles, He needs a diversion, 
The external is the best. On the other foot at the base is his ambition 

to lead the Meghreb--the Arab North--and Islam, ultimately using anti- 
semitism to win a following. Both have failed, 


The apex of this tripod is the other aim to lead the Afro-Arab nonaligned 
movement in a shift to the political left. In other words, Al-Qadhdhafi 
firmly believes like Cuba's Fidel Castro that the nonaligned movement's 
content is inherently anti-imperialist. That principle and interest impel 
nonaligned countries to forge a natural alliance with the communist world, 
Incidentally, that idea was rejected at che summit in Havana last 
September 1979, 


Meanwhile, something has been happening throughout the world. Russia's 
invasion of Afghanistan, the death of Tito and Poland have forced the 

United States to redraw their global strategic map while the Cubans who have 
been Moscow's proxy in Africa had not made any wore headway since Angola, 
which was itself now asking for good relations with the West. It seems it 

was at this stage that both Havana and Moscow picked up Al-Qadhdhafi, friendly 
all along, instead of busy Colonel Mengistu of Ethiopia to replace them in 
Africa. He was a good choice since he is ruthlessly in control at home 

and has the petro-dollars to cover up the funding. [as heard] [sentence 
indistinct] one by one, Al-Qadhdhafi's revolutionaries were exported to Africa 
disguised as diplomats, ardent Moslems, philanthropists and [few words 
indistinct] All are being sent back post haste.

ISSUES ON REVENUE ALLOCATION DEBATE SPELLED OUT

[Text] It was only to be expected that the issue of revenue allocation would 
arouse keen public interests and generate widespread discussions which might 
bring out some divergence of views. After all, the revenue to be allocated 
is the means for providing social services and carrying out development 
projects. All citizens therefore have a stake in the system used to share 
the revenue accrued into the federation's account. They might naturally 

be tempted to speak in favor of much money being made available to the sector 
where they stand to benefit most. 


It is because of this vested interest that the question of sharing funds 
from the nation's account has always generated controversy. The bill now 
before the national assembly is based on the white paper of the Okigbo 
Commission, which was the fourth attempt toward finding an acceptable formula 
for revenue allocation. Naturally, the same criteria, such as the principle 
of equality of the component parts of the federation and that of derivation, 
population and need, have always formed part of the report of the various 
panels, though with modifications. Each time there has always been contro- 
versy over the criteria. Today, however, it is comforting to realize that 
with regard to the bill now before our legislators, the area of controversy 
has been considerably reduced in comparisor to previous occasions. The 
criteria for allocation have not at all been the target for criticism, 
except of course for a few critics of the principle of derivation. 


The main issue has been the proportion of allocation to the three tiers of 
government, that is those at the federal, state and local government levels. 
Under the proposals in the bill before the national assembly, the federal 
government is to have 55 percent from the federation account, while the state 
government will get 34.5 percent and the local government 8 percent. Two 
and a half percent will go to the initial development of the new federal 
capital. 


The bill specifies that the 34.5 percent put down for the states will be 
subdivided to give up 30 percent to the state and 4.5 percent to a special 
fund which will take care of awards on the basis of derivation and other 
continuing ecological problems.

The main center of controversy has been the amount of allocation to be 
made to the federal government on one hand, and the state and local govern- 
ments on the other, In this regard, it has been suggested that the state 
and local governments should have more than the allocation proposed for 
them, while the share of the federal government should be reduced, The 
main argument is the claim that the state and local governments have more 
to do directly for the people than the federal government. Besides, the 
fear has been expressed that the federal government would be too powerful. 


One important impression emerges from all these differences of opinion, It 
is the feeling that there is a wish at the various levels of government to 
render as much service as possible to the people and to fight for the means 
to do so. The minister of finance, Professor S. M. Essang, in a statement, 
draws attention to reduction of about 20 percent with the present figure 
representing the allocation to the federal government as compared with its 
share in previous years. Any proposal for a further cut would therefore 
appear not to have taken into account this reduction already effected. 


The fear by some people about the federal government becoming too strong 
runs counter to an accepted principle of federalism. In any viable 
federation, the federal government must stand capable to act as a government 
of the last resort, always ready to bail out state and local governments 
which may find themselves in economic difficulties.

RECONCILIATION, REVENUE ALLOCATION--The DAILY STAR focuses on the activities 
of the present federal administration and commends its efforts in the area 

of national reconciliation, The paper points out that the Federal Government 
has been responsive to the governments of the [civil] war-affected areas and 
hopes that it will continue in this direction in order to quicken their 
reintegration into the country's social and economic mainstream. The STAR 
makes a general appraisal of the achievements of the federal administration 
in this regard and urges it to extend its magnanimity toward the members of 
the armed forces and prison officials who were affected by the war. The 
Nigerian CHRONICLE reflects on a statement credited to a senator that the 
principle of derivation in revenue allocation contributed to the civil war, 

as well as the threats of secession in some regions. The paper disagrees 
with the senator, pointing out that there are other overriding political 
reasons which led to the crisis. It argues further that it would be unfair 
to the mineral-producing states to be denied the principle of derivation 

in allocating revenues. The CHRONICLE contends that what the states request 
of any allocation formula is compensation for ecological disturbances. Still 
on revenue allocation, the Nigerian HERALD says that in arriving at a formula, 
members of the House of Representatives should consider the need to keep the 
country as a corporate body. The paper recalls that under the old regime, 

the Federal Government had 75 percent of the total revenue and thinks that 

a drastic reduction would threaten the existence of the country as a 
federation. The HERALD warns about the dangers of having a poverty-stricken 
center when the states thrive in opulence. The paper believes that the center 
must have a reasonable share of the revenue to execute all the responsibilities 
which the constitution lays on it. On allocations to local governments, the 
HERALD feels that they must be sufficiently funded to improve their efficiency.

{Text} The visit of Mengistu to Kenya is part of the Addis Ababa regime's plan 
to fan the flames through the region. This is the topic of our commentary to- 
night, written by Abdi Idris Dualeh and read by Mustafa Abd al-Rahim Shafi. 


From the archaic kingdoms which founded Abyssinian imperialism up until today, in 
order to get help and assistance for their expansionist and colonial policies, 
the Abyssinian leaders have always run around the world with baseless lies of 
external invasion. The Abyssinians swaying and leaning to the colonialists made 
of each successive Abyssinian ruler a colonial tool and a stepping-stone for the 
division of the continent of Africa and, in particular, of the neighboring coun- 
tries of the region.

[Text] The Democratic Party (DP) was founded in 1954 and made its first public 
appearance at a rally held in 1956 at the “tree of liberty” (currently Nakivubo 

taxi park), Kampala. In April 1960, the party published its first manifesto, 
"Forward to Freedom,” this being the first manifesto to appear in Uganda. In 1961 
the DP won Uganda's first nation-wide General Election and formed the country's 
first African Government headed by our beloved late leader, Benedicto K.M. Kiwanuka, 
who successively became Chief Minister and Prime Minister. The DP Government led 
the way in negotiating for Uganda's independence from Britain; and it was during 
the party's tenure of office that agreement was reached at Lancaster House, London, 
to grant independence to the country on October, 9th 1962. 


The attainment of national independence was a major objective of the Democratic 
Party. But the Democratic Party never looked to independence as an end in itself 
in independence, among other things was, to be a measure of security, respect 

and dignity for the individual, and a means to social justice. It is a matter 

of serious regret that for the lot of our people these twin fundamental objectives, 
without which life becomes meaningless, are as distant today as the stars. 


Since independence, Ugandans have been oppressed imprisoned, murdered in cold 
blood, and defrauded without anv hope of redress.

In this, our plight, the Democratic Party now remains the country's main hope for 
security and justice, for democracy and probity, and for development and prosperity. 


The Democratic Party is Uganda's main hope because, firstly, it is a party which 
has proved most consistent in pursuing democracy. The DP has, for the greater part 
of its life, been grappling with tremendous odds but has always emerged stronger 
and more committed to democracy. The DP was systematically persecuted throughout 
the 1960's and banned and its leadership imprisoned in 1969 but only to resurface 
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stronger and more committed than before in 1971. Throughout [di Amin's reign 
of terror Democrats, rank and file, were imprisoned and such as was the fate of 
ite leader, Chief Justice Benedicto Kiwanuka, murdered, but these traumatic 
experiences notwithstanding the Democratic Party, has reappeared and made its 
mark on the politics of post-Amin Uganda. 


Secondly, and more particularly, the Democratic Party remains Uganda's main hope 
for security and justice because it is a party whose policies and programmes are 
ultimately based on a well-thought out theory of human nature and society. 


The Democratic Party believes in certain univers.le about human nature and builds 
on these to evolve policies and programmes which help bring about genuine unity, 
brotherhood and cooperation between all our people across diverse tribes and 
religious affiliations. No wonder the DP enjoys far greater internal unity than 
any other Ugandan party can rightfully claia. 


The Democratic Party believes in man's abilities to think and act rationally and 
to exercise his free will. For this reason the party pledges itself to liberate 
the individual, and to establish and encourage political, economic and social 
institutions in which the individual can participate actively and autonomously 
rather than passively under tight direction and control from above. 


The Democratic Party believes in man's social nature, and therefore pledges 
itself to endeavour to formulate policies and set up and promote programmes which 
foster peace and communications between the individual and his fellow men. In 
this regard also, the Democratic Party is committed to a policy of promoting good 
relations between all officers of the State, particularly members of our dis- 
ciplined forces, and the ordinary civilians. 


In 1961 and 1962 most Ugandans went to the polls to vote for independence. in 
this election of 1980 gost Ugandans ought to vote for security of person and 
property, and for a just government. Ugandans will be voting for democracy and 
peace. These are the cardinal ends to which vour Democratic Party is committed.

f) All Ugandane together own a]11 the mineral resources in the country. 


a) Every citizen hae the right to participate fully in Government from the 
Rrassroote up to the apex. 


h) The state is charged with the duty of facilitating the right of every 
citizen to participate in the Government. 


i) Religious bodies have a role to play in the moral and spiritual rehabili- 
tation and or development of the citizens who believe in their doctrines and have 
the freedom to educate and guide such citizens to live according to the doctrines. 

}) le is the responsibility of the state to plan, coordinate, and oversee 
the overall economic development of the country to ensure equitable distribution 
of the country's resources. 

2. Aims and objectives: 
For the purpose of implementing the foregoing principles the Party pledges to: 

a) Transform Uganda into a united state in which people are entitled to equal 
opportunity and live in harmony without fear, want, or discrimination of any form 
based on tribe, religion, sex, class or race. 


b) Maintain a parliamentary democracy. 


c) Protect this state as an independent sovereign country and the freedom 
of the peoples who reside in it. 


d) Maintain unscrupulously the rule of law based on the recognition and 
respect of human rights. 


e) Create facilities whereby every individual can attain the benefits of 
4ll social and utility amenities. 


f) Re-organize and improve upon the education and training of our disciplined 
Security Forces. 


g) Preserve, promote and develop our indigenous languages. 


h) Continue to use English as the official language and to encourage the 
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teaching and learning of Kiewahili in order to promote better understanding and 
unity in the country and with our neighbors, 


i) Promote our African Cultural heritage. 
}) Promote a mixed form of economy. 


k) Direct the economic development of Uganda through the diversification of 
production and increasing the purchasing power of the population to establish a 
system of fair remuneration for workers as well as fair distribution of goods 
and services throughout Uganda, and to eliminate current malpractices in the 
economic system. 


1) Cooperate fully with and assist, all Liberation movements in Africa 
engaged in the battle for decolonization. 


m) Cooperate with and support all Human Rights Organizations throughout the 
world. Support the 0.A.U. the Commonwealth, the non-Alligned Movement, the United 
Nations Organization and other International Organizations. 


nh) See that Uganda prospers and advances in all spheres and attains a dignified 
position in the civilized community of the world. 


The Democratic Party Government will ensure that these aims and objectives are 
fulfilled and adhered to so that the people in Uganda may live in love,-peace, 
tranquility and prosperity.

[l. POLITICS AND GOVERNMENT 


The Democratic Party believes in a man-centred society in which the individual is 
recognized as a human being with a soul, conscience and free will with all the 
attendant rights, hence the party's support for sacred and inviolable human rights. 


The party also believes in the communal nature of mankind. Man is, by nature 
created to live, not alone, but with others either in stable communities, as 
in the African village or in a dynamic way in secial and functional organizations 
of various types.

1. The Conetitution: 


The country has no constitution generally acceptable to the people. The Democratic 
Party will therefore, undertake to set up a constitutional review commission 

at the earliest opportunity to deliberate on the mechanics and issues of the 
Constitution acceptable to the people of Uganda. This Commission will consider 
such issues as: 


a) The powers of the President. 

b) Tenure of presidency. 

c) Division of powers between the central and local Governments. 
2. Political System: 


The country has experienced systematic violation of human rights and gradual elimi- 
nation of political choice through the establishment of political monopolies of 

an imposed one party system in which and the development of a personality cult 
under the pretext of fostering unity. The recent political history of Uganda 

shows how easily an imposed one party system breeds dictatorship. 


The D.P. Government: 


4) Pledges to safeguard freedom of association and expression including the 
notion of political choice through the multi-party system and other devices. 


5) Rejects the personality cult concept such as the “Father of the Nation" 
and indispensibility of the individuals. 


6) Insists that the life of Parliament is five years at the very maximum. 


7) Will ensure that members of parliament who cross from one party to another 
should first resign and seek a fresh mandate from the electorate in their parlia- 
ment and respective constituencies. 


8) The Presidency: 


The Democratic Party advocates for an executive presidency whose powers as provided 
for in the Constitution. We believe in a parliamentary democracy and it is 
through this arrangement, that a strong and effective government can be ensured. 


The President shall not serve for more than two consecutive terms. The President 
will have the power to appoint Cabinet Ministers but before such appointment is 
published it will first go the Central Executive Committee of the Party for 
scrutiny and approval. 


9) The Rule of Law: 


Since tnadependence this country has witnessed gross abuse of human rights and 
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decency by leaders. Arbitrary arrests, and detentions and executions without 
trial carried out by security agencies on behalf of the executive authority have 
become common. 
Disappearances of persons and illegal acquisition of property by officers of the 
state have not been uncommon. This ie an alarming situation, and the Democratic 
Party is determined to promptly and firmly restore the rule of law in this country 
by ensuring that: 
a) Punitive measures are administered only after the due process of the law. 
b) Judteial powers are not usurped by the executive authority. 


c) Emergency powers are not allowed to become a constitutional conduct of 
despotism and suppression of human rights. 


d) Justice is done and is seen to be done through open trials in courts of 
law or judicial tribunals assisted by the jury system if need be. 


e) Those who cannot afford to get private legal representation are accorded 
legal assistance by the state and that nobody is denied legal assistance. 


tf) The legislature shall be the supreme law making body. 

10) The Judiciary: 
The judiciary has often been abused and by-passed in the past by the Executive. 
Accordingly the judiciary has not always been the respected arbitor bet between 


litigants as it should be. 


The Democratic Party attaches great importance to the judiciary and promises to 
reinstate its status and function by: 


a) Jealously safeguarding its independence and security. 


b) Ensuring that corruption does not erode it. 


c) Making the courts of law the guardian of the Constitution and freedom or 
liberty of the individual.

RESERVE BANK ANNOUNCES ACCEPTABLE CURRENCIES

[Text] Only 1? nominated foreign currencies will be accepted in payment for goods 
bought from Zimbabwe. 


A revised guide to export controls and formalities, drawn up by the Reserve Bank of 
Zimbabwe, also says that exports sent to 50 specified countries must be paid for in 
advance. 


Alternatively, they must be covered by an irrevocable letter of credit issued or 
confirmed by “a reputable overseas bank”. 


In the nine-nation Southern African economic grouping, locally issued irrevocable 
letters of credit in Botswana and Malawi do not need confirmetion by an overseas 
bank, saye the guideline. 


But letters of credit are required from Zambia, Angola and Tanzania. 


Mozambique is not included in the revised guide because, say banking sources in 
Salisbury, that country's economy will become buoyant once the ports of Mapouto 

and Beira start functioning at full stretch and once the oil starts flowing through 
the pipeline from Beira. 


When that happened Zimbabwe would “have nothing to worry about" in terms of payment 
for its goods, the sources said. 


Aleo excluded from the guide are Lesotho and Swaziland, which are “part of the South 
African monetary area”. 


Kenya, Zaire, Ghana and Nigeria are among the other African countries that must pro- 
vide letters of credit. 


Most Furopean currencies, Canadian and United States dollars and Japanese yen are 
acceptable as payment. 


When the guide was first drawn up about six months ago Mozambique, Swaziland, Le- 
sotho and Malawi were listed as being creditworthy.

THE Ministry of Roads faces a formidable task in trying to 
restore and iniprove the couniry's road network before increasing 
use leads to even quicker deterioration.

SURVEY ON CURFEW--Although most prople interviewed in a snap survey this week 
said the curfew here should remain in force, leading community members in the 
western suburbs expressed concern about continued restriction on free movement. 
Most residents said it would be premature to lift the curfew now, while traders 
said it was crippling business. Curbs on movement at night were imposed in 

the western suburbs last month in the wake of disturbances which claimed 58 
lives. Police said the situation was under constant review. Residents, a 
spokesman said, would be informed when the curfew would be lifted. Residents 
felt there was still an air of insecurity and suggested that the curfew be kept 
in force for the next two months. Some called for the intensification of police 
patrols. A police spokesman in the office d:aling with curfew regulations said 
a special unit was checking reports that firearms had been distributed in civilian 
homes. Passes had been issued to people working at night to enable them to move 
in curfew suburbs, and more applications were being received. The secretary of 
the Bulawayo branch of African Chamber of Commerce Mr Allison Makubire, said the 
curfew was crippling business to the extent that some traders may fail to pay 
their annual rent and insurance commitments. Business in the western suburbs 
was only profitable in the evenings when workers return from industrial sites. 

A former member of the Advisory Board, Mr Abisha Mutasa, said the curfew was 
“horrible” as it had whittled away people's rights to free movement. "The freedom 
of the public has been taken away," he said.

Dr Nhiwatiwa suggested on Thursday that 
beerhalls be closed "to curb permissiveness among male Zimbabweans." She also 
eriticized Zimbabwean society for being restrictive against women and permissive 
towards men. But men interviewed in beerhalls around Salisbury yesterday said 
Dr Nhiwatiwa was venturing into a subject she did not understand. "I think she 
and her imported ideas are going too far. She must never equate our situation 
with that of the Western countries,” said Mr J Chivasa from Seke. Women could 
not be put on the same footing with men, he said, because men paid lobola to 
get them. If women were allowed to drink and do whatever they liked, then the 
family life and the society itself would be ruined. "Women play a sentimental 
role in looking after the children and therefore should always be with the 
children,” said Mr Inos Chatiza from Highfield. Mr George Chawafambira from 
Highfield said the fact that many women did not frequent the beerhalls did not 
mean they did not drink. “Most of them send their husbands or children for 
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some." Mr Herbert Maposa, also from Highfield said: "All women who come to 
the beerhall do so because they want some money from the men. I don't see any 
reason why my wife should come here when I provide for her and the children."

Mr Rossillon said 
their suggestions wou.d be studied by the Ministry as well as the trade unions and 
emplovers. “The labour movement in this country needs more assistance and ILO is 
prepared to do so. There is a real need to strengthen the trade union movement in 
Zimbabwe," he said.

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AUSTRALIAN TEACHERS--The Australian Government is sponsoring 100 teaching jobs in 
Zimbabwe and has received 500 applications from Australian teachers. Altogether the 
Zimbabwe Government wants 500 Australian teachers and teacher trainers to boost its 
secondary education and train more local teachers. With teacher unemployment in 
Australia nudging 20 000, the two-year Zimbabwe contracts are attracting a flood of 
applicants. The Australian Development Assistance Bureau is providing nearly $1,/7 
million to bring salaries for the teachers up to Australian levels. This grant 
will cover 100 jobs. Nigeria is also trying to recruit Australian secondary school 
teachers but it is not receiving Australian Government help. A Development Assis- 
tance Bureau spokesman said the Zimbabwe Government could be planning co hire the 
rest of the teachers it needs without Bureau aid. The new teachers will start 
work in Zimbabwe in January. A Melbourne professional recruitment firm, Skilled 
Engineering, is handling the recruitment of local teachers.
